“Peace on earth to men of good 
will” seems far off this Christmas 
season. More than ever before it is 
up to us who are living in a coun- 
try where there is, at least, a good 
measure of peace to keep our san- 
ity and balance, and to cling to the 
traditional Christmas customs. If 
we can help those across the seas 
with financial contributions well 
and good, if we can’t, we can keep 
up our morale and that of those! 
about us. And we can hold on for 
dear life to all of those things 
which make for civilized living. For | 
civilized living, we need _ books, 
new books to learn about the spe- 
cial problems of our time; old books, | 
to develop our taste and to get hu- 
man nature in a fair perspective. 

May we suggest two old books for 
last minute purchase at Christmas 
time: one for children and one for 
adults, although the order can be 
reversed and no harm done. For 
the children: a DeFoe’s “Robinson | 
Crusoe.” It has been the most wide- 
ly read story in the English lan- 
guage and there is no reason why it 
should not continue to be. Since it 
was written, there have been books 
as good but none better. The me- 
mory of it can always awken the 
sleepy imagination of adults to that 
early thrill of adventure they ex- 
perienced the first time they read 
it. But it is primarily a child’s book. 

The next time you go to London, 
don’t forget to make a pilgrimage 
to the old Dissenter’s burial ground 
to see the obelisk erected over De- 
Foe’s grave. The money for that 
monument was contributed in pen- 
nies by the school children of Eng- 
land. As there are about 650 edi- 
tions of Robinson Crusoe, you won't 
have any trouble in finding one. 

Look on the book shelves of those | 
friends you love best and if you | 
don’t see a copy of Cervantes “Don 
Quixote” buy them one. (The stan- 
dard English version is by Motteux. 
As for editions, there are hundreds 
of them. Only make sure that the 
print is readable.) 

“Don Quixote” was written in the 
beginning of the seventeenth century 
but it is still the greatest comic 
novel in all literature. We do need 
good, hearty laughter today, the 
kind that we don’t get from car- 
toons and jokes. That old knight 
Don Quixote is just a little balmy 
—a good man gone wrong. But he 
belongs to the present, more so if 
anything than the characters in| 
“Grapes of Wrath” and “Gone With 
the Wind.” For your delectation 
and mine, he continues to ride 
down the broad highway of human- | 
ity. Today he wouldn’t be a knight 
but a tourist. The people he meets 
are seventeenth century Spaniards | 
only on the surface. You will rec- 
ognize their counterparts at a gas 
Station or a hot dog stand. He will 
help you to know human nature and 
to be a little more tolerant. And 
what better gifts could we hope for 
those we love. 

So a Merry Christmas and God 
bless vou, every one.

In this lesson Jesus “spake many 
parables" They al) illustrate the 
way in which the message Jesus 
brought work in the world to 
those who accept it and follow 
His teachings 

First in our lesson He told the 
story of the man who went forth 
to sow Some of his seed fel] by 
the roadside. and birds quickly 
gobbled it up This means, of 
course. that no matter how elo- 
quent the preacher and how mar- 
velous and helpful his message, 
there are some who do not respond 
or understand. 

Some of the seed fell on rocky 
ground where it sprang up in the 
soi] that covered the stones, but 
was quickly withered when the 
sun came out brightly because it 
had no roots to give it moisture.
